House Tells of His Plans. 


New York, Dec. 22.— That Colonel 
House will start for Europe within the 
next fortnight on another mission in 
which he will act as 
an 
unofficial 
agent of the president, was admitted 
by him last afternoon. 
Col. House said: 
“I nm going to 
Europe at the request of the president 
and the secretary of state for the pur­ 
pose of taking information to some of 
our am bassadors, in order that they 
m ay have a m ore intim ate knowledge 
of this governm ent’s attitude regard­ 
ing certain phases of pending in ter­ 
national questions, and 
in order to 
obtain from them their point of view. 
“It is inadvisable to bring home at 
-this tim e any of our am bassadors from 
the belligerent countries. 
It has been 
ound im possible to convey or obtain 
by cable or correspondence quite the 
orreot atm osphere.” 
Col. House denied that he was go- 
;ng on any m ission of peace.

W hen Col. HouSfe returned to this 
country last sum mer, a fter his E u ro­ 
pean trip, he was very discreet in his 
utterances.

Col. House then said that a careful 
Judy of conditions in Europe and a 
knowledge of how officials in the E u ­

Notwithstanding the frequent public 
criticism of President W ilson and this 
country in Europe, Col. House thought 
(hat there was great confidence in the 
sincerity of purpose and honesty of 
he president abroad, and that most

aero handling the peace negotiations. 
T here was speculation as to w hether 
i he crisis that has now arises between 
'his country and Austria-Hungary will 
iffect Col. H ouse’s plans,

should be a rupture with Austria and 
•esentment should follow at Berlin, it 
would, of course, puUa different com ­ 
plexion on things, and 
the 
colonel 
might decide to postpone the visit to 
a more auspicious time.

W hile the colonel’s prospective visit 
does not necessarily m ean that he is 
going on a m ission of peace, it is cer­ 
tain that he is going abroad for the 
definite purpose of plumbing the sit­ 
uation and representing his im pres­ 
sions to the president.

first invasion. 
One village which a year ago had 
2,300 inhabitants and 330 houses, now' 
has 1,100 inhabitants 
and 
only 126 
whole houses, 
according 
to Colonel 
Govaars. Of the other houses 90 were 
entirely destroyed and 134 
so badly 
damaged as to he uninhabitable. Even 
those surviving had to he considera 
bly patched up. This village had for­ 
merly (Aver a thousand draught oxen, 
Now’ there are two. Out of 2,OCK) cows 
only 14 remain, and 
27 
sheep and 
goats have to m ake 
up 
for 3,2oO or 
more. 
There 
w ere 
form erly 70,000 
chickens and 17,000 pigs, but only a 
dozen or so now take th eir place. 
In this sam e community, said Colo­ 
nel Govaars, 45 families 
w’0**e wiped 
out entirely, 
and 
families form erly 
consisting of 30 or 
40 
m em bers are 
now represented bv one or two. The 
colonel met a widow 
who 
was Hie 
sole survivor of a family of 28. W hen 
the 
Austrians 
occupied 
the 
place 
m any civilians 
w ere 
killed 
in 
the 
shelling, others w ere taken aw ay as 
prisoners 
and 
an 
epidemic 
swrept 
away 3u5 of the refugees who re tu rn ­ 
ed after the A ustrian occupation. 
“ When I reached the district,” 
ho 
continued, “the people w*ere living on 
com meal and 
unripe 
fruit, chiefly 
plums. No other food was obtainable, 
except by the 
fewr 
who 
lived near 
m ilitary posts and could depend on 
Hie c harity of soldiers. 
“In another village I m et the case 
of a woman w hose husband had been 
killed in battle, while starvation and 
disease left her only one child out of 
seven. A nother woman I talked with 
was the sole survivor of a family of 
ll. I passed 
deserted 
houses 
and 
when I asked what had become of the 
people I heard but the 
one answ er. 
‘Died out.’ 
Miles 
and miles of rich j 
land lie 
absolutely 
w aste, 
covered 
wit Ii weeds and thistles. 
The grea 
plum orchards 
of 
the district 
bearing fruit at the time of m v visit. It 
bul there was no one to pick and dry j 
it. Form erly the farm ers used to dis-! 
fill plum brandy on 
their premises, 
but all of the copper stills w ere tak 
en away by the invaders. There w*as 
no labor and no m eans of tran sp orta­ 
tion. 
“In another village I stood on the 
ruins of a farm house in which 109 
people have been burned alive. T heir 
bones wore collected and buried in a 
hillside near by. In one pit the bodies 
of OO civilians had been throw n and 
buried.”
